Steel Corporation Changes 
Number of Directors to 


Conform to the Clayton: 


Law Recently Enacted. 
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(Special.)— 
like J. P More an, H, Gary, H. 
Frick and George Baker are 
strong on thinking and planning ahead. 
Evidence of that fact can be found in 
this week's meeting of the United 
States Steel corporation directors. Ex- 
actly fourteen years ago this month, 
J. FP. Morgan decided upon the per- 
sonnel of the Steel corporation board. 
When the first meeting was held at the 
present headquarters, 71 -Broadway, 
twenty-four directors’ gathered around 
the large oak table in the room ad- 
joining Chairman Gary's office. This 
week the by-laws were revised, chang- 
ing the number of directors from 
twenty-four to eighteen. That change 
was made to conform to the Clayton 
law, which will not become effective 
for nearly two vears. 

In the Clayton law just 
gress recognized the agitation 
been going on for years 
locking directorates. 
has been proved time 
that corporations were buying supplies, 
equipment, ete., through directors who 
vwned practically no stock, but who 
were largely interested in the com- 
panies furnishing the supplies. It is not 
necessary to go into details of such 
cases at this time: realizing that such 
conditions existed, congress inserted 
the following provision in the recently 
passed Clayton act: 

Provisions of Clayton Act. 

“That from and after two years from 
the date of the approval of this act no 
pérson at the same time shall be a 
director in any two or .more corpora- 
tions any one of which has capital, 
surplus and undivided profits aggre- 
gating more than $1,000,000, 
in whole or in part in (interstate) 
commerce - If such corpora- 
tions are or shall have been thereto- 
fore, by virtue of their business and 
location of operation, competitors, so 
that the elimination of competition by 
agreement between them would 
stitute a violation of anv of the 
visions of any of the anti-trust laws.” 

To the foregoing clause was added: 

“That after two years from 
proval of this act no common carrier 
engaged in (interstate) commerce shal] 
have any dealings in securities, sup- 
plies or other articles of commerce, or 
Shall make or have any contracts for 
construction: or maintenance of any 
kind to the amount of more than 
$50,000 in the aggregate in anv 
with another corporation, firm, part- 
nership or association when the said 
common carrier shall have upon its 
board of directors or as {ts president, 
manager, or as its purchasing or selling 
officer, or agent in the particular trans. 
action, any person who ts at the same 
time a director, manager or 
or selling officer of, or who has any 
substantial interest in such other cor 
poration, firm, 
tion, 
shall be made from, or such 
shall bé with the bidder whose bid is 
the most favorable to such common 
catrier, to be ascertained by compett- 
tive bidding under regulations to 
prescribe(fl, by rule or otherwise. 
the interstate commerce commission.

THE PART THE PRESS PLAYS. 

President Hadley, of Yale university, ac- 
cording to The New York Sun, recently 
stated that he expected eventually the uni- 
versities in this country would play the 
same role in molding public opinion as that 
played by the German universities. This 
would mean, he said, the elimination or at 
least the minimizing of the enormous power 
lie believes the American press now wields 
over public opinion. , 

There is no discounting the influence of 
the German universities over public senti- 
ment in that country. One of the chief rea- 
sons for its superiority over the influence of 
the German newspaper is to be found in the 
still partially fettered condition of the latter. 
The law of “lese majeste” is not yet a dead 
letter in the Fatherland; and it cannot be 
otherwise than a perpetual restraint over 
editors. If we imagine such an institution in 
this country we can imagine going with it the 
subordination of the press to the university 
as a radiating center of public opinion. Un- 
questionably, the influence wielded by the 
ubiversity is much more subtle and difficult 
to trace than that of the press. That it is 
as immediate or as far-reaching is hard to 
credit. 

The press in-this country is unmuzzled, 
as it is in Eugland. In both countries it is a 
powerful agency for the formation of public 


opinion. It goes directly to the people, to 
all the people, all the time, whieh the uni- 
versities do not do and in the nature of 


things cannot do. It is a mirror, reflecting 
constantly and with fidelity every change of 
mood of the nation and of statesmanship, for 
the benefit of tle masses. This function, the 
university never can take over. 

President Hadlev’s argument might apply, 
by inverse reasoning, to Russia... In that 
country freedom of the press has heretofore 
been a myth. By force of circumstances, it 
the insurgent universities, with their 
students scattering throughout the empire, 
who have had to bear the brurt of molding 


is 


public opinion. How pitifully slow the 
process has been, it is needless to say. Had 


the press been unleashed, how much farther 
ahead would Russia be today? : 

In no land, under no condition, is there 
anv substitute for, anything “just as good 
as” the influence of the press, when it comes 
to guiding and edugating public opinion. 
The press goes wrong, occasionally, just like 
the people. But what about the universi- 
ties? If all the vagaries they have at differ- 
ent times coined had been foisted on the 
body politic, where would the democratic 
principle be today, in this or any other 
country? As far as that goes, it is the more 
fearless press, and not the universities, that 
is responsible for what there is of a demo- 


cratic sentiment even in Germany. It is 
well to remember that.

IIERE is absolutely no scientific proof 
of the existence of “brain waves.”

These two statement were made by Sir

Moreover, supposing that 
there is some undiscovered detector appa- 
ratus, like the Marconi coherer, acting so 
as to receive the undiscovered but assumed 
brain waves discharged intermittently by a 
distant brain, what agreement has been 
made between the owner of one brain and 
the owner of another corresponding to the 
Morse alphabet? 

Without some such code the brain waves 
could convey no such information, and yet
